022 were .re-deposits. The classifi- 
cation of the original deposits of gold 
was: Domestic bullion, $44,371,959; worn, 
uncurrent.and mutilated g014 coins, 
$188,258; foreign bullion and coin, $16,- 
367,049; gold plate, jewelry, etc., $3,213, - 
809. 

The value of the silver deposited dur- 
ing the fiscal year was $15,714,365, of 
which $15,234,700 were original deposits 
and $479,665 re-deposits. The value of 
the deposits of domestic silver bullion 
at the mints during the fiscal year was 
$8,804,363, and worn and mutilated do- 
mestic coins, at silver-dollar value, $3,- 
899,353; foreign bullion and coin, $1,-

The coinage by the mints during the 
year was: Gold, $43,933,975; silver dol- 
lars, $3,956,011; subsidiary silver coins, 
$5,113,469; minor coins, $712,594.

I firmly believe that 
today Mahe: is as much a champion 
pugilist as any man on earth and taut 
is the very reason why he should spurn 
any offer of a “presentation,” says the 
sporting editor of the Pittsburgh Dis- 
patch. Corbett won his title and so did 
Sullivan. They both have appeared be- 
fore the public as champions who won 
their titles in the ring. Maher will ap- 
pear vefore. the public, and wouldn’t it 
be capital for his enemies to say: “Way, 
he is a tin-soldier champion; he never 
won a championship fight?’ That 
would be the sentiment, and as sure 
as we live Peter Maher wants to prove 
to the world that he is worthy of the 
title before claiming or accepting it. 
Thalt is the American way, that is the 
manly way and that only is the true

Fitzsimmons 
was matched to fight Corbett, the 
champion, and many thought that Fitz 
would win, Now why shouldn't Fitz 
be called én to accept the champlon- 
ship? Echo answers: “Why?” 

if Corbett, he'll be in this city soon, 
desires to retire from pugilism he will 
leave the championship in abeyance. 
That is the rule and thai is the custom 
that has become law. He has no right 
to say that Maher is better than Fitz- 
simmons, or that Fitzsimmons is bet- 
ter than anybody or everybody else. 
Tet the. title be fought for as it has 
been in the past.

Lemon Caltare and Praning. 
(Pacific Rural Press:) Horticultural 
Commissioner J. W. Scott of Los An- 
geles county, who has given much at- 


tention to lemon growing, furnishes, in 
response to many letters concerning 
his method of pruning, a statement of 
some points gained by his practical ex- 
perience in lemon culture. Now, to 
grasp these points, one must know 
what constitutes a fancy kemon which 


is oblong in shape, smooth skin and’ 


it is very evident to any one who has 
given attention to the subject that when 
the fruit sets it must not be sapped by 
suckers, but must make its grow to 
size unretarded. It is a hard matter to 
write down the method of pruning. 
and it is impossible for any one to 
wade in and prune a lemon tree or cure 
lemons intelligently by having read up 
on the subject; he must have some 
practical lessons, and I would ‘advise 
any one who contemplates making a 
business of raising lemons to first thor- 
oughly post himself as to what consti- 
tutes a first-class lemon, and in what 
part of the tree they grow; then, and 
not until then, will he be on the right 
road to success in lemon-growing. Now, 
the idea of growing as large a tree as 
possible in threesor four years, or until 
bearing age, must be reversed, which 
must be done by cutting back when 
one year old and keeping out back and 
thinned out-until growth is controlled. 
The wood must never be cut on its 
first growth; let it become hard, not 
less than two growths old. The older 
the. wood the more inclined it will be 
to all-fruit growth when cut back. 
The length to leave depends altogether 
on size of wood and locationof branches 
but seldom leave more than eight inches, 
and often Only one or two buds. The 
one great mistak® made by some in 
cutting back heavily is to shear off 
the crown of the tree year after year, 
causing it to grow thicker and thicker 
each year, sacrificing all of the lateral 
fruit growth and the “fruit growth in- 
side the tree. The latter must be short- 
ened up and kept thinned out so the 
air may pass through freely and leave 
ag for breeding of scale.

After the new wood is dor- 
mant it should be thinned out, leaving 
plenty of lateral and inside” growth 
but taking out everything from the 
top that has a tendency to shoot up- 
ward, especially large wood.

AMERICAN SENTIMENT. 


The conduct of life is one of the 
most serious problems presented to the 
world. How can we best live and 
make the most of ourselves and our 
opportunities? How conduct our pub- 
lic affairs so that the greatest good 
shall accrue to the greatest number? 
How secure for our civilization the 
greatest liberty, while respecting the 
rights of our fellows—that sense of in- 
dividual freedom that tends to happi- 
ness and to progress, to universal 
‘comfort and security, to competence 
and prosperity, while we control mean- 
while all tendency to lawlessness and 
-the disposition which prevails among 
some classes to ignore the rights of 
other classes of citizens. 

These are some of the problems 
which confront thecivilized world today, 
and not less here, in the midst of our 
younger civilization, than in the cen- 
ters of old, effete governments, for 
social unrest among us is growing, 
stirred up, as it is, by lawless agitators, 

who feed men with false views and 

‘geek continually to awaken them 
the feeling that they. are being un- 
justly dealt with, and that the great 
mass of well-to-do people are like a 
vast army of enemies, standing ready 
to oppress them and to trample upon 
their rights. 

“One leading feature in many char- 
acters is a lack of discipline of mind. 
Many @ man who might work out a 
sure and an honest destiny by honest 
toil and good conduct fails for lack of 
effort and through the delusion that 
“the world is really his oyster.” 

Yet Americanism today differs from 
its type of fifty years ago. The ’con- 
stant strain of foreign blood that has 
been added to it has in some degree 
tended to its deterioration. To the 
true American element, reinforced by 
the true European element, has been 
added low, ignorant pauper strains of 
blood from various countries of the Old 
World, and all throughout the country 
we find these mongrel strains of blood 
flowing through the veins of our peo- 
ple. This would strengthen us if it 
were only the best foreign blood that 
mingled with our own—the blood of 
those who have come hitherto to 
escape oppression, and to do honor to 
our flag, render full allegiance to our 
laws, and loyal support of our insti- 
tutions. 

Robert Grant, in his contribution, 
“The Conduct of Life,” to the Novem- 

‘ ber number of Scribners, thus reviews 
the situation: 

“The independent energy of the 
Americans of fifty years ago, whether 
in the East or among the pioneers of 
the Western frontier, was not, how- 
ever crude its manifestations, mere 
bombastic assertiveness, but the ex- 
pression of a faith and the expres- 
sion of a strong character. They 
were often ignorant, conceited, nar- 
row, hard, and signally inartistic; but 
they stood for principle and right as 
they saw and believed it; they cher- 
ished ideals; they were firm as adamant 
in their convictions; and God talked 
with them, whether in the store, or 
workshop, or at the plow. This was 
essentially true of the rank and file of 
_the people, no less true, and perhaps 
-more true, of the humblest citizens 
‘than of the well-to-do and prominent. 

“There can be little doubt that the 


ness is not secured by the ability to 
control a property which is told in 
millions, but rather by having each 
night the assurance that every oppor 
tunity of the day has been improved, 
and that the outlook is even a trifle 
brighter than it was in the morning, 
and life a little more hopeful, with 
courage strongerand the goal to which he 
aspires a stef nearer. The self-reliance 
and determination, and courage which 
is the birthright and heritage of true 
Americanism is what every workineg- 
man needs, for the battle of life which 
is most truly and bravely fought is 
fought alone with the weapons of un- 
wavering perseverance and unfaltering 
determination. 

The time is coming when the work- 
ingman of America will brush away 
the mists of a false philosophy, and, 
turning a deaf ear to the unsound and 
specious vaporings of disloyal agita- 
tors, and, touching elbows with other 
defenders of the Union, the laws and 
the flag, will strike out and assert his 
manhood, refusing to be led into acts 
that are destructive of his well-being 
and success in life. The - spirit of 
Americanism will be strong enough to 
crush out forever the‘senseless strike 
and the criminal boycott, and leave 
every man free to sell his labor, which 
is his capital, on terms fixed by him- 
self and his employer only, without 
fear of interference or harm. Then 
once more shall the American people 
rest securély upon the basic principles 
upon which our free government was 
founded, and go forward to more.

RELIGIOUS EXCESS. 


DR. CHICHESTER PREACHES ON 
OVERMUCH RIGHTEOUSNESS. 


Christ Represents the Divinity in 
the Human Race—Paul a 
Soul-winner. 


Rev. A. C, Williams, D.D., Preaches 
at Simpson Tabernacle on the 
Development of Love. 


The Result of Knowing Jesus is 
life Eternal—The Kingdom of 
God Cannot be Overthrown 
by Man—Christian Love. 


Dr. Chichester’s subject yesterday 
morning was “Over-much Righteous- 
ness,”” from Ecclesiastes vii: 16. “Be 
not righteous over much.” One of the 
greatest evils of our modern life is 
the evil of excess. This is a problem 
that the world now has to cope with 
as never before. Over-much poverty 
and wealth, over-much population and 
production. No sooner is any good 
thing discovered than it is at once 
oyerdone, be it orange or ozone, or 
oll... The text, however, is capable of 
grdéss misconstruction, and can be per- 
verted into a dictum of farsighted sel- 
fishness. It has always been a great 
favorite with these who wish to be 
considered righteous, but who wished 
at the same time, to live godless, care- 
less lives. It is a handy tcxt, not only 
for the hypocrite and formalist, but 
also fcr the intemperate and prcfane. 
For to such people everything above 
their own standard of integrity is be- 
ing righteous over much, the keeping 
of the Sabbath, the restraining «f evil 
appetite, and the avoiding of vain 
amusements being regarded as fanati- 
cal in the extreme. And now the ques- 
tion is, what about religious cxcess? 
And can a man be righteous over-- 
much? That depends—Jepends uron 
how you define righteousness, and upon 
the manner in which you seek to at- 
tain it. In developing this unique 
theme it was then proved that people 
may be righteous over-mucth by as- 
suming to possess virtues that they do 
not possess, in trying to shape their 
hives. by petty rules rather than by 
great principles, in exhibiting undue 
solicitude concerning matters that are 
morally colorless, hy fostering a spirit 
of chronic censoriousness, and, atove 
all, in emphasizing doctrines and ex- 


periences above what Is written in the 
Bible. 


THIRD PRESBYTERIAN. 

Maj. George A. Hilton began a series 
of meetings in the Third Presbyterian 
Church, corner of Hill and Sixteenth 
streets, yesterday morning.

Kings were made messiahs, or christs. 
Elijah anointed Hazdel to be King of 
Damascus, and Jehu to be King of 
Israel; and Samuel also anointed Saul 
and David to be kings. These kings 
were thus made messiahs, or chris‘s. 
According to Isaiah, Cyrus was a 
christ, whom God Himself anointed. 
The christ represents the divinity in 
the human race; and this christ is eter- 
nal and universal. Paul wrote to the 
Corinthians that the rock from which 
the Israelites drew water in the desert 
was christ, and that the disobedient 
Israelites tempted christ. This shows 
that christ, as a principle, or spirit, or 
quality, of human nature, existed cen- 
turies before the birth of Jesus. Peter, 
in his first epistle, says the spirit of 
christ was in the ancient prophets.

"Greater Los Angeles.” 

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 22.—(To the 
Editor of The Times:) Greater Los An- 
geles should embrace in its financial 
annexation London, Paris, Berlin and 
all intermediate points, ‘to insure a 
“howling” success. 

It is concluded that every person in 
anywise interested in Southern Cali- 
fornia desires to see his brightest 
hopes realized. There is, however, a 
diversity of opinion as to the best 
methods and meaning of such hopes, 
If viewed from a practical business 
sense, there is no good reason why this 
city should not contain a population of 
250,000 people within fifteen years, with 
surrounding towns and country built 
up in proportion. Or, whether from 
a speculative standpoint—making the 
most of ‘today, with but little thought 
of tomorrow—it should require twice 
that length of time to build up such 
a city and country, interspersed 
with many trials and _ tribulations. 
This is but a feeble review of the 
subject from both standpoints. In 
support of the first proposition can 
be said, that whatever credit the 
producing classes are entitled to in 
the realization of these best results 
should be more clearly understood by 
the residents of the towns and cities 
and their indirect interest In the suc- 
cess of the farmer,.for the prosperity 
of the farmer is as essential to the suc- 
cess of the entire people as food is to 
sustain life. The farmer’s success is 
the landlord and tenant's profit in the 
city. The former’s loss increases his 
mortgage and interest and decreases 
his purchases, Are the people of the 
city doing their best to encourage the 
farmer, or are they attracting pwblic 
attention in channels hurtful to the pro- 
ducers? Take, for instance, our last 
Agricultural Fair—999 per cent. “fast 
horse’’ and the remainder making: the 
farmer’s exhibit largely consisting of 
five pumpkins and a cartload of fruit. 
This order of things should have been 
reversed, If we value the farmer’s im- 
portance, and cannot call to Mind a sin- 
gle instance of a successful fast-horse 
man, outside of its being an expensive 
luxury, are we taking steps to open up 
a more extended market at cheaper 
rates for the products of our country, 
that enters so largely into its future 
prosperity? Is it not possible that with 
well-directed energy in the past our 
large dried peach crop now dragging at 
3 cents per pound could have found a 
ready market at 7 cents, and far more 
profitable to our people and the 
building up of our State than ten 
national conventions or fiestas? Now 
what as for the future? Tn 1890 
according to reliable Statistics, the 
dried-fruit product of the State (aside 
from the raisin cfop) was 53,700,000 
pounds, while in 1894 it increased to 
126,470,000 pounds (not including the rai- 
sin crop’ of 80,000,000 more). We cer- 
tainly want to keep up our present ap- 
parent prosperity, if not better. At this 
same yearly increase, five years hence 
(or in 1900), the same product would be 
235,625,000 pounds. Are the people of the 
cities doing their duty in preparing 
ways and means for the successful dis- 
position of ‘this enormous crop, and 
other farm products, thereby sustain. 
ing our building boom and the renant 
therein? A few days ago an article ap- 
peared in one of our daily papers as 
the summary of an investigation by cer- 
tain railroad officials, why the ship- 
ment of green fruit to the East was 
one-third less in 1895 than in 1894, but 
‘t did not include as a reason what ef- 
fect, if any, the rates of $2.20 per 100 
pounds (or $44 per 'ton) freight on dried 
fruits in less than car lots to Missis- 
sippi River points, or $300 per ecre 
freight many orange-gro vers have : a d, 
had to discourage the producers. Upon 
inquiry the rates of $2.20 as above were 
identical on both roads. What assur- 
ance have we that if the Nicaragua Ca- 
nal was completed today by private 
capital, as isso strongly talked of, that 
it would not immediately take the game 
stand towards the people that the Pa- 
cific Mail"Steamship Company has, and 
be of no essential benefit to the people, 
and yet it is of the most vital import- 
ance that the canal should be built, but 
built, controlled and operated by our 
government, not to rob but benefit the 
people. Nor is this all, for while our 
products could be landed in foreign 
markets at $10 per ton instead of $40, 
Which of itself is an enormous profit 
to our producers, yet the work ‘s but 
one-half done, and this we should 
have been doing in the past and now 
reaping the partial rewards, and 
is now a grand work before us, 
and while awaiting this water-way—the 
point is better explained by relating the 
experience of am intelligent English 
gentleman, a large fruit-grower of Or- 
ange county, who spent last winter 
in Londen, and who found a disposi- 
tion on the part of the commission 


‘fruit dealers there to discourage the 


handling of our admitted superior 
fruits to those ef other countries, and 
for no better reason than the old fogy 
idea that their established trade had 
been handed down from father to son 
and, like their i 


idea of — titled 
ncebility, it was rather a re- 
flection to attempt a change. But, 


says this gentleman, the way was 
very clear, where, with Yankee push 
and energy, their entire plans could 
be revolutionized as to our fruits, and 
that we could capture the greater 
part of their trade, first by establishing 
fruit exchanges in the large cities and 
opening up a direct trade with con- 
summers. The expense of maintaining 
such exchanges should be berne by the 
whole people, and this, by a concert 
of action through our different Cham- 
bers of Commerce—and where our 
chamber has now a membership cf 
about 600, it should be more than 
6000; and while you, reader, cannot be 
expected to do all that is mapped out 
above, it is your duty to join, and 
stand by the Chamber cf Commerce, 
not only with your $1 per month, but 
with your energy in this, your own 
business. What a work could be ac- 
complished with this $72,000 per year. 
(This is one time, at least, that I agree 
with Mr. Huntington,) “that the quar- 
ter of a million the National Conven- 
tion would likely cost our State would 
do’ far more good if expended in en- 
couraging to our coast the thrifty farm- 
er and manufactories.” Now a word 
to the annexationists, (for whose bene- 
fit this is partly written.) The idea that 
crowding your ranch into the city will 
benefit you and raise the price of your 
land on crops, is as ridiculous as for 
our country to attack a war-like na- 
tion, our using pop-guns loaded with

Lima Beans in California. 


(American Cultivator:) The largest 
Lima bean ranch in the world is San 
Miguel, in Ventura county, Cal., and 
about 1350 acres are planted every year 
with these beans, While many other 
lines of farm work are conducted on the 
ranch, such as dairying, repairing ma- 
chinery, poultry raising and so forth, 
the most interesting is the culture of 
Lima beans. Everything in connection 
with the business is done on a large 
scale, and the farm represents what 
can be done in the way of agriculture 
when capital and g00d business methods 
are employed. Last year about 1000 
tons of Lima beans were shipped from 
the ranch, filling over one hundred 
cars. In addition to this, over twenty 
tons were kept for seed. 

Lima bean culture here is = paying 
industry. The beans are not raised for 
the green market, but to supply the 
home and foreign demand for dried 
Lima beans. The beans are allowed to 
ripen, so that they can be threshed out 
by machinery,and then they are shelled, 
cleaned and put up in bags. Most of 
these are shipped to Europe or the Mid- 
dle States, the latter place heing the 
best general market for them. 

In order to make such a farm pay, 
everything is done by clock-work. The 
beans must be planted at the right 
time, and also harvested within a short 
time after the crop is ripe. To attend 
to all of this work properly requires 
brains as well as a thorough knowledge 
of farming. Just as soon as the spring 
rains have stopped, nearly 2a dozen 
gang plows are started to work in the 
field. Six horses are attached to each 
gang, and four plows roll over the soil 
behind them. One gang-plow thus 
turns over about seven acres of land 
each day. As soon as the plowing is 
finished the dise harrow and cultivator 
fallow. nulverizing the soil finely. 

The planting is also done by machin- 
ery. Seven or eight bean-planters 
drawn by two horses each start across 
the field, and they plant about one hun- 
dred acres a day. At this rate the 
whole planting is done in a compara- 
tively short time. The rows afe three 
feet apart, and this takes about one 
hundred pounds of beans to the acre. 
When planted the beans are cultivated 
once or twice, and then they are al- 
lowed to ripen without further atten- 
tion. There is no danger from mildew- 
ing, because no rain falls while they are 
growing, and there is little fear of dry- 
ing up, for the fog that comes in daily 
from the ocean supplies the soil with 
all the moisture it needs. Irrigation 
here is consequently not considered of | 
any particular value, for the vines keep 
green all summer. 

The planting is in May and the har- 
vesting In September. They are raised 
-without poles, and machinery cuts the 
vines and gathers them on wagons 
ready for the threshing-house. The soil 
on which the beans grow is a rich lcam, 
and the same kind of crop is raised year 
after year. A rotation of crops is not 
needed, but the soll is carefully en- 
riched every season. Several hundred 
men are supported by the industry 
every year, and in the busy season the 
farm is full of life and activity. . 


Walnut Culture. 


(Chino Champion:) The following 
notes on walnut culture were given the 
Cultivator by E. A. Hoffman of Rivera. 
& practical and successful walnut- 
grower. His walnut grove comprises 
ninety-eight acres, 

In planting seed for a nursery, select 
good medium-sized nuts. A rich, heavy 
soil is the best. Set four inches deep in 
rows five feet apart and twenty inches 
2part in the rows. Some would plant 
more closely. Plant in January of Feb- 
ruary. Set the trees out when three 
years old, cutting some off the tops.

FIELD OF ELECTRICITY. 


PROPOSED ELECTRIC LIGHTS FOR 
USE ON BICYCLES. 


Some Successful Tests of Such 
Lights—A Bullet Probe and Métal 
Detecter—Silk Gilding by Elec- 


trical Treatment—Novel Water 
Parifier. 


(CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

" NEW YORK, Nov. 18—One of 
the most urgent needs of the day 
is a safe, clean, effective and last- 
ing bicycle lantern. Tie oil lamp is 
apt to leak and run dry, besides sail- 
ing the clothes of the rider. Another 
common characteristic is the liability 
_to go out, and ssibly result in the 
arrest of the wheelman. One of the 
improvements proposed is a vapor 
lamp. In this the reservoir is filled 
with cotton, a hole being left in the 
center for wick. Benzine is 
poured in until the cotton is 
completey saturated, any  benzine 
not absorbed being carefully poured 
out. The wick is in close con- 
tact with the cotton, and draws up 
the benzine to the top. This patent 
does away with leakage, and fs said to 
insure a stronger and steadier light 
than that from the ordinary lamp. 
Some wheelmen prefer kerosene to 
benzine, and claim that its light is 
less liable to be blow: vut. But there 
is no doubt that all the improved 
forms of the bicycle light will soon be 
superseded by the electric lamp. The 
bicyclist has come to realize that he 
wants not only a signal light, but also 
a riding light. When a riding light is 
introduced which will illuminate the 
roadway brightly for thirty or forty 
feet, or —* greater distance, ahead, 
travel can accomplished with ease 
and safety. Many electricians are 
now at w on the production of such 
a light. One promising form of elec- 
tric lantern consists of three cells of 
storage battery operating a small one- 
candle power incandescent lamp, ar- 
ranged in a suitable reflector. PEach 
cell contains two' places 1% inches by 
3% inches in size. This battery oper- 
ates the lamp for four hours contin- 
uously. The weight of the battery and 
lamp complete is thirty-six ounces. 
This, however, is much too heavy for 
the majority of wheelmen, and a 
much lighter form of the storage bat- 
tery lamp may be looked for shortly. 
The fitness of the electric lamp for 
bicycle lighting has been shown re- 
cently in some laboratory tests of 
candle power with a photometer hav- 
ing a distance of 100 inches betwee 

centers. For a standard, a 16 candl 

power incandescent lamp, previously 
standardized for standard English 
sperm candles burning 120 grains per 
hour, was used, and under these con- 
ditions, which are accurate, variour 
lanterns were tested. An oil lantern, 
burning signal oil, gave three and one- 
fourth candle power; an oil lantern, 
burning kerosene, gave six and one- 
half candle power; an electric lantern, 
consuming 4.2 watts, gave forty-five 
candle power. It is stated, as an il- 
lustration of the efficiency of the elec- 
tric lantern, that during the recent 
eclipse of the moon, when no street 
lamps were lighted, and the streets of 
San Francisco were in intense darkness. 
a wheelman, by the aid of the elec- 
tric lantern on his bicycle, was able to 
discern another bicyclist turn into the 
street at the further end of the block, 
a distance of 600 feet away. The lan- 
tern gave a splendid riding light, and 
lit up the roadway brilliantly for a 
distance of 50 feet. In future prac- 
tice, there will be a second electric 
lamp, operated from the same battery 
attached to the saddle post, and point- 
ing backward; this will give a red 
li¢eht. and will serve as a rear signal, 

ELECTRIC BULLET PROBE AND 

METAL DETECTER. 

A simple and effective appliance has 
been brought out which will be of great 
service in making known the presence 
of metallic specks in the eye, although 
its principal use will be in the locating 
of bullets or pieces of metal in flesh 
wounds. The device consists of one 
piece of copper and one of zinc, to 
which are attached wires leading to a 
probe. The probe is in two parts, insu- 
lated from each other by vulcanized 
rubber, the distance between the parts 
being about 1-100 of an inch. 

The prongs of the probe are inserted 
in the electrodes of the battery, the cop- 
per disk is placed in the mouth between 
the cheekrand the teeth, and the zinc 
disk rests on the tongue, the metals not 
being allowed to touch. Both hands 
are then free to use the probe. When 
the points of the probe touch metal 
simultaneously the circuit is com- 
pleted, there is a spark, and at the same 
moment electricity will be tasted on 
the zinc. The electrical condition of 
some persons is unfavorable to the de- 
velopment of this peculiar taste; in such 
cases the indication of the contact can 
be secured by inserting a telephone in 
the circuit. As soon as the probe 
touches a bullet or a piece of metal, a 
distinct click will be heard in the tele- 
phone. If desired, the metal strips 
can be placed in a tumbler of water, 

nd the effect will be the same. This 
robe is being used by the medical pro- 
fession with great success. 

GILDING SILK. 

A marked improvement in the process 
of silk gilding. has been made by elec- 
trical treatment. Fifty years ago an 
attempt was made to fix metallic gold 
on silk by means of chemical reaction. 
The gold was reduced to a fine powder, 
which was mechanically incorporated 
with the fibres of the silk. It was made 
bright by polishing. As the silk was 
practically saturated with gold, the 
process was expensive, and as, more- 
over, this impregnation deprived the 
silk of some of its most desirable 
qualities, the product never attained 
any commercial success. A cheap 
methdd has now been discovered for 
covering silk with silver or gold by 
electrolysis. While the golding has a 
brilliant effect, the flexibility of the 
material is but little affected. The silk 
is first treated in a solution of silver 
nitrate, and the moisture is wrung out. 
The fiber is then exposed to an atmos- 
phere of phosphuretted hydrogen, or to 
the. effects of a solution of phospho- 
rus with carbon  bisulphide. The 
presence of metallic silver in the first 
case, or the silver sulphide in the sec- 
ond, make it possible to ‘thinly coat the 
silk electrolytically with metallic gold 
in a bath containing the double cvan- 
ide of gold and potash, the glistening 
appearance being afterward obtained 
by polishing. The process is compar- 
atively inexpensive, setting aside the 
cost of the precious metals used. 


ELECTRIC WATER PURIFIER. 


A novel application has been made of 
the much-discussed idea of purifying 
water elecirically. Three sheets of al- 
uminum, laid parallel, are separated by 
blocks of woed. To the end of each 
sheet is attatGhed a copper wire, the 
other end of which is connected with 
the feed wird from one of the incan- 
descent light sockets. This little ma; 
chine is placed ins de the ‘ar of ‘o 
be purified,and the current ‘s turned on. 
Soon the vegetable matter, heretofore 
invisible in the waster, comes to the 
top-and can be skimmed off, while any 
mineral substances present attach 
themselves to the aluminum plates. The 
process costs next to nothing, as the 
three small plates of aluminum will 
purify ten gallons of water in as many 
minutes with the current turned gn. 
As to the effectiveness of the process 
in ridding drinking water of many ob- 
jectionable substances there can be no

STRANGE EFFECTS OF GLOBULAR 
LIGHTNING. 

An. story comes from 
India on the effect of globe lighting. 
Three men were in a drawing-Toom on 
the ground floor of a bungalow, taking 
shelter from a passing storm.

NEW ELECTRIC DRILL. 

Many electric drills have been found 
too weak for hard-rock work. A ma- 
chine has appeared which seems to 
meet all the requirements of the most 
exacting drill work. It has been tried 
in a hard quality of blue and gray 
limestone, quite seamy, and on that ac- 
count somewhat difficult to drill. Two 
Sizes of machines were used, tne larger 
size drilling holes 6 to 8 feet in depih 
and 2% inches in diameter, the smaller 
size, of 1% inches diameter, 


entering 
about twenty inches. The average per- 
formance of the large machine was 


about sixty feet of hole in ten hours, 
although the machine has drilled over 
100 feet in the same time. The small- 
size drill, which was handled by one 
man, did, on an average, over 100 feet 
of 1%-inch hole in ten hours. No expert 
help was required in the maintenance 
of the plant, and the drill-runners were. 
paid no higher wages than the ordi- 
nary quarrymen. The extreme sim- 
plicity and strength of construction of 
this drill stem to adapt it pi e-eminently 
to mining work. If the driil-runner 
should be careless, and fail to feed the 
machine up to the rock, no injury can 
result, as the plunger is automatically 
cushioned electrically in case the stroke 
becomes too long. Another pecularity 
of the machine -is that its stroke can 
be shortened indefinitely. The machine 
may be fed up to the rock until the 
stroke of the plunger is @ quarter of an 
inch, or less, but the plunger wiil work 
with the same regularity in speed and 
motion as when running with a full 6 
or 8-inch stroke. The lineal feet of 2%- 
inch holes cut by one of these drills in 
one year, extended three miles, In the 
same time it excavated 408,000 tons of 
hard blue and gray limestone rock. 
The temperature of the air since the 
drill was operated has ranged between 


110 deg. above, and 10 deg. below zero 
Fahr.

SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 
Investigating «a Broken Saving 
Bank—Some Piain Talk. 

SAN DIEGO, Nov. 24.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) Depositors of the Savings 
Bank of San Diego County met again 
on Saturday to listen to the reports o! 
their committee appointed to investi- 
gate the affairs of that institution. The 
committee finds that the directors del- 
egated their powers to the bank officers; 
that these officers, in three instances, 
made loans on property, taking second 
mortgages as security. These acts are 
believed to be violations of law. The 
committee finds the net liabilities to be 
$343,000; net resources $183,000; total de- 
ficiency, $160,000. This deficiency may 
be reduced to $140,000 by the collection 
of $20,000 from the stockholders. One 
of the committeemen, in commenting 
bn the conduct of the bank, says: “The 
law places very severe restrictions upon 
the action taken by directors and offi- 
cialis of banks, in that it prohibits ab- 
solutely the loaning of money among 
themselves, or making loans en the 
)guarantee of directors or officials, and 
the provision of the statute is such that 
any director of officer making loans 
of that kind, by the mere fact of mak- 
ing the loan drops whatever office he 
may hold. And we find that loans of 
an important character have been made 
that come within that restriction, and 
are in direct violation of that law.” 
The committee recommends depositors 
to allow Col. Rippey and Senator With- 
ington to bring suits against the bank 
officials or directors for the recovery 
of money. The opinion prevails here 
that this savings bank, which was for-

PAYING PROPERTIES AND POSSIBLE 
BONANZAS. 


Locating a New Mining Camp Near 
Barstow—Whitiock Mintng Com- 
pany Cleaning Up «a Big Lot of 
Ore—Work in Iron Mountain 
Mine, 


Report comes from the Crowned 
King mine, near Prescott, Ariz., that in 
a shaft started 700 feet above the mine 
and sunk to a depth of 200 feet, an ore 
body five feet eight inches in width 
has been encountered, which carries 
$200 gold a ton. 

A new mining camp has been 4iscov- 
ered, and is just being opened up 49 
miles northwest of Barstow, Cal. The 
first strike was madé October 2, six 
weeks ago, and already one of the 
shafts shows a width of three feet at 
the bottom. .The new finds are in Fre- 
mont’s Peak mining district. Ten dis- 
tinct ledges have been found, and some 
work has been done on all of them. 
The ore runs from $40 to $200 a ton, and 
in spots it is very rich, running as high 
in gold as $!l°a pound in free milling 
ore. At the bottom of the 22-foot shaft, 
with three feet of ledge, the ore is aver- 
aging $200. There is an abundance of 
water at a distance of four miles. It 
can be secured at a depth of fifteen feet 
and there is a fall of 200 feet in bring- 
ing it to the mine.

Problem. 


(California Fruit Grower:) I am @ 
fruit-grower and also a marketer trying 
to make fruit-growing a success finan- 
cially. Have been in the East for Our 
Newcastle Fruit Growers’ Union the 
past two seasons, our shipments being 
all made to me and I attempting to tind 
cusbomers for and place each car of 
fruit to advantage where one was a 
supply. I. have seen (this season) four 
cars of Placer county fruit placed on 
sale one morning by four receivers, the 
fruit being sent by four shippers. Have 
seen that market overstocked fully 100 
per cent. for two solid months. Is there 
‘any show for the fruit industry of vur 
State to flourish while its product is 
handled on such lines? I do not refer 
to an isola'tted case; similar conditions 
exist. throughout the East. I find 
places of 40,000 to 60,000 people that 
have taken car lots direct for several 
years, and also find places of over 100,- 
000 that never received a direct ship- 

m.. Do you think such towns as 
etroit, Toledo, Indianapolis, Joliet and 
Milwaukee, and towns within that and 
a greater radius from Chicago, should 
receive our fruits via the Chicago auc- 
tion? How much cartage, whacking 
about and reshipment is desirable to 
do our fruit good after it has made the 
overland trip from California to Chi-

A chlorination plant costing in the 
neighborhood of $10,000 is in contem- 
plation at the Jones mine, near Angels 
Camp, Cal. The company is getting 
out about four tons of sulphurets a 
day, running about $60 to the ton. 

Twelve hundred men are now em- 
ployed in the Iron Mountain mine, near 
Redding, Cal., which was purchased 
last spring by the Mountain Mines 
Company, Hmited, of London. When 
bought for $350,000 it had long been 
shut down, but now the monthly pay- 
roll amounts to $50,000. 

Last week at the Pierce mine, in 
Cochise county, Ariz., some extra rich 
ore was struck, running very high 
into the thousands—some of it assayed 
$10,000 to the ton.

CALLED A FRAUD. 


OFFICIAL ACTION AGAINST THE 
UNITED INDEMNITY COMPANY. 


It is Made to Appear That a Person 
May Recetwe Accident Benefits 


markable System of Coupons. 


An Associated Press dispatch from 
Washington, published in The Times 


Department had issued a fraud order 
against the United Indemnity Company 
of Los Angeles. It was also stated that 
the concern was a bond investment 
company. 

The above-named concern is repre- 
sented to be incorporated and to have 
its home office at room No. 439 Brad- 
bury Block. The names of the incorpo- 
rators are given as J. L. Fulkersom R. 
N. Woow, Robert F. Train, A. J. Bent 
and Thomas ‘Wood. Of these -J. L. 
Fulkerson is. president, R. N. Wood 
is financial secretary, and Thomas 
Wood is general manager. .The Broad- 
pene Bank is announced as the depos- 

ary. 

The printed prospectus or circular of 
the company, among other things, says: 

“The United Indemnity Company of 
California is now introducing an en- 
tirely new and most desirable contract 
of indemnity in case of sickness, acci- 
dent or death. It is plain, simple and 
fair, Mutual and non-forfeitable. No 
irreguiar assessments. No avoidance 
on technical grounds. No medical ex- 
amination, and no innumerable restric- 
tions nor unnecessary delay in adjust- 
ing claims. Applicants received 
tween the ages of 16 and 60. No dis- 
crimination on account of sex. A 
change of occupation does not forfeit 
the certificate, as in most other com- 
panies, All certificates being non-for- 
feitable, but one membership fee will 
be collected. A failure to pay premiums 
when due will not work a forfeiture of 
a certificate, but will suspend the holder 
of same from any benefit until rein- 
stated.” 

The circular goes on ‘to say that in 
case of accidental death $100 will be 
paid, in case of sickness or accidents 
of certain kinds $10 per week will be 
paid, and that in case of natural death 
7 will be paid. A membership fee of 
$5 is charged and the monthly premium 
is $2. Premiums may be paid monthly, 
quarterly, semi-annually or annually. 

The circular goes on to say: “To each 
certificate (of membership) is attached 
fifty coupons of $10 each. These certif- 
icates are numbered in their regular 
order as applications are received, com- 


is attached coupons from one to fifty 
inclusive. All coupons are paid in 
their regular order as soon as there 
is sufficient money in the matur- 
ity fund, which is composed of one- 
half (%) the monthly dues. The first 
coupon to be paid shall be number one 
(1,) ‘the second shall be coupon number 
five (5,) ‘the third coupon paid shall be 
number twenty-five (25,) etc., so long as 
the multiple five (5) comes within the 
highest numbered coupon sold, then re- 
verting to and paying coupon number 
two (2,) then ten (10,) then fifty (60,) etc., 
always reverting to and counting from 
the lowest numbered unpaid coupon 
sold, whether in force or not. One- 
fourth of the monthly dues constitute 
the sick, accident and death fund. The 
remaining one-fourth. of said dues con- 
stitute the expense fund. Any coupon 
maturing shall have deducted therefrom 
any excess above double the amount of 
monthly dues paid thereon. Provided 
aore ‘than one coupon matures during 
any month, the same amount shal] be 
deducted from each, and the excess 
placed in the redemption fund, which 
fund shall be used for the redemption 
of certificates as follows:

surgical operations, nervous or. epi- 
demic diseases, insanity, murder, lum- 
bago, paralysis, strain, hernia, rheuma- 
tism, blood poisoning or neuralgia, nor 
for any bodily injury of which there is 
no external or visible sign, death or 
disability caused by taking poison in 
any manner nor by suicide.” 

Just what diseas@&a member could 
have which would not come within the 
list above given and for which he could 
therefore’ claim a benefit of $10 per 
week, is difficult to guess, 

The applicant for membership is also 
expected to put his signature under 
the following: “Phe—iability—of the 
association shall be always subject to 
its existing bylaws and to amendments 
or alterations that may be made 
thereto, and I agree that this applica- 
tion and the terms of the certificate to 
be issued in consequence thereof, and 
the bylaws shall be the basis of mem- 
bership between me and said associa- 
tion.” It would appear from this that 
the member would be placed at. the 
mercy of the bylaws “and to amend- 
ments or alterations that may be made 
thereto,” no matter how unfavorable 
= amendments may be to his inter- 
ests. 

From the explanation of the coupon 
system as printed in the circular and 
as quoted above, one would be easily 
led to think that the certificate he re- 
ceives has coupons on it numbered 
from 1 to 50, and that when Nos. 1, 5 
and 25 are paid, he would next get his 
money on Nos. 2, 10 and 50. 

An examination of certificate No. 469, 
issued by the company November 20, 
reveals an entirely different situation. 
for the coupons on it number from 23.401 
to 23,450. Of these fifty coupons only 
ten are exactly divisible by five, and 
the other forty must therefore wait 
their turn. It is evident that a great 
many coupons at $10 each must be paid
